TARIFF AND FREIGHT RATES 


Tbe local free trade paper eayo tha 


the protective duties on certain Califor 
nia products, for which it made ineiE 
ent demands a few weeks ago, have re 
suited in a raiso of rates on tbo part o 
the railroad monopolies. As tho rale 
announced 
is not upon the artlcl* 


specially favored 
by the tariff, bu 


mainly upon products not affected b 
it, the logic of tbe argument ia invi 
ble. 


There haa been no raise in the rate 


on raisins and dried fruits—tbe pr 
ducer paying exactly tbe eamo as he d 
under tbe Wilson tariff, when the rai 
roads andcommiesion men abeorbed e 
the profits of his toil, tbo prices u: 
der free trade being eo low that at tim 
they did not bring enough to pay th 
cost of taking them to market, aud th 


' 
dealer came back npon tbe grower ft 
money to pay the freight. 


That was the way it worked ucd 


Professor Wilson's celebrated "tariff r 
form" scheme. Toil unrequited, mor 
gages foreclosed, scant comfort in tb 
home of tbe raisin and fruit grower 
those were tbe conditions which pr 
vailed under the tariff law which tb 
free traders foieted npon tho produce 
and tbe country in general, and 
every effort to perpetuate. 


With the return ot protection an 


prosperity all thia haa been chaugei 
and all that these free trade enemies 
tbe people who till tbe aoil can do ia 
attempt to discredit protection by char 
ing that its benefits are absorbed b 
freight rates which are the aame upo 
our principally protected products a 
they were under the so-called free trad 
Wileon bill. 


So far as the rates of transportatio 


upon California products are concernec 
they are now and always have been on 
rageoualy hied. They should b« di 
creased from 25 to 50 per cent, and tl 
producers should not rest until tho 
have secured just aud equitable redcc 
tiona. And now tbat the farmers an 
fruit growers no longer have their nose 
upon tbo grlndetone, and all their tim 
i« not required in the struggle to moa 
tbe demands of their creditors, they wil 
be able to devote a little time to dovisin 
wayi and means for pressing tbei 
righteona demands for lower freight 
and decreased expenses generally 
ftttiog their crops to market, 


Tbe prosperous producer*can do much 


for Ihemwlvea that they could not do 
while under tba strew of misfortune 
amounting almoat to penury, and on* of 
their first efForU should be to inaugurate 
a fight for lower freight rates. It mat- 
ters oot tbat they paid these ratca In tbe 
main when times were desperately hard 
with them. They should not have had 
to pay them then nor should they now.

The ealoon ol Hunault & Rochon in

W, C. Doraey, the groser, last evening 


received the following interesting letter 
from his brother, J. B, Doreey, who ia 
on the way to Dawson with the party 
of which Charles L. Walter is a mem- 
ber. The missive is dated at Lake Lin- 
dtfrman on A'lguet liTlh : 


"1 am stealing time to drop you a few 


linea. We finished our lagt pack to this 
placfl today, making thirty-three daye 
out from ban Francisco. The weather 
in this country is horrible. It haa 
rained, snowed and blown nearly every 
day eince we have been in Alaska. 
Wtiat makes thie country eo tough is 
because one has to carry everything on I 
bis back. 


"Juel think of it! There is a string 


of men thirty milea long with 100- 
pound packs oa their backs. Tlie trail 
is made up of broken rocka and cliffs, to 
which a person haa to cling with fingers 
and toes. Same ot the men have broken 
their lega, others strained their anfclea, 
and two have been drowned. 


"I feel like hurrahing. We are over 


the great Chilcoot pans. There are now 
five men in our party and three tons of 
goods. We have packed thOEesll the 
way from Dyea, excepting over a dis- 
tance of eleven miles, where we hired 
Indiane. Tho distance from Dyea to 
Lake Linderman ie thirty-two milua, 
with a chain ol mountains four or five 
thousand /cut 
high between. 
Thia 


means that we have traveled over 500 
milea with 100-pound packs on our 
hack e. 


"On the other (eouthj side of tbe 


mountains there were three or four days 
of very hot weather and the men wore 
only their underclothing while packing. 
We would have packed ourgooda all the 
way oureelves, but we wanted to hurry 
eo ua to net to the lake in time to leave 
in our boat on September let, as it la 
not certain that a person leaving here 
after that will get iu to Dawaon. Hir- 
ing packing for eleven miles about broke 
us. The IndiaoB are now charging -10 
centa a pound from Dyea to thia place, 
and it will eoon bo $1 a pound. 


"Boats that will hold four persona and 


their outfits are worth $500 hero, and 
within two or three weeks they will be 
up in th'J thousands. We ordered our 
boat on August 20th, big enough for five 
persons, for $150. Three days after- 
wards we were offered $250 for our con- 


"Thfl hardships on tbe trail are not 


half known. Not over a tenth of the 
people now between Dyea and this 
place will reach the «old fielda thia year 
unless they are covered with money. At 
Bkagnay bay, live mtlea from Dyea,there 
are now 4000 or 5HOO men, and not one 
out of a hundred of them will overreach 
Dawson. Through the misrepresenta- 
tions of Bpecnlatora others are pouring 
in there by the hundred every day. 
"We expect to leave here in our boat 
i Sunday (August 29th) to croee Lake 


Lindornian, a distance of seven roilee. 
Then we eliall have to let the boat down 
over llm rapids by ropes /or a mile nnd 
pack rmr jpxxlfl Around. That will bring 
;:e to Luke Hennett. The next 1/iO milen 
will be Einooth Bailing on rivers and 
Ir-.lcpc, but hf-vonil that wo don't know 
much of tlio route."
